Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  sixth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Port  of  Maldon,  covering  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1959* 

During  the  year  the  shipping  depression  has  continued 
and  a  considerable  number  of  boats  have  been  laid  up  in  the 
lower  reaches  of  the  Blackwater.  Inspection  of  these  is 
naturally  a  time  consuming  business  but  the  majority  have  been 
inspected  and  there  is  no  reason  to  think  that  the  conditions 
are  other  than  satisfactory. 

I  attended  as  your  delegate  the  Conference  of  the 
Association  of  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health  Authorities  at  Cardiff. 
The  chief  subjects  under  discussion  were  Smallpox  and  the 
Bacteriological  Contamination  of  Foodstuffs.  The  lessons 
learned  from  these  discussions  have  proved  most  useful  in  our 
general  health  work  ,  in  the  Borough. 

On  the  1st  Axril  your  Order  made  under  the  Public  Health 
(Shellfish)  Regulations  1934/48*  requiring  the  cleansing  of  all 
oysters  taken  from  th&  whole  of  the  river  Blackwater  west  of 
a  line  drawn  from  the  easterly  tip  of  Mersea  Island  to 
Blackwater  Point,  came  into  force.  As  it  was  felt  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  might  not  by  then  have  had  time  to  approve 
all  the  cleansing  plants,  you  authorised  me  to  approve  temporary 
cleansing  arrangements  under  paragraph  2,  sub  section  2  of  the 
Order. 


Six  plants  have  been  constructed  by  the  Oyster  Fishermen, 
They  are  now  all  approved  by  the  Ministry.  I  have  had  regular 
samples  taken  and  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  and  the  condition  of  the  oysters  which  lave 
been  treated  has  been  excellent.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  stating 
that  the  oysters  produced  at  West  Mersea  are  second  to  none  as 
regards  safety  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  public  spirited 
attitude  of  the  West  Mersea  Oyster  Fishermen  should  not  have  set 
an  example  which  other  Oyster  Fisheries  should  follow. 

The  enforcement  of  these  regulations  has  entailbd  much 
extra  work  to  your  Port  Health  Inspector,  and  without  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Chelmsford 
and  the  Marine  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri culture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  at  Burnham- on-Crouch,  such  a  satisfactory  state  of 
affairs  would  not  have  been  possible.
